Sec. 1.) and may remain as such 
upon paying the annual membership 
due." (By-Law 1, Sec. 1.) 

The Sections of the By-laws re- 
ferred to, are as follows : 

"The initiation fee of this As- 
sociation shall be $1.00 for each 
member. 

' ' The annual membership due 
shall be fifty cents for each member, 
payable on or before June 1st." 

The Constitution and By-I,aws do 
not say that a person ceases to be a 
member if he does not pay his dues 
June 1 st. It does not say when 
membership ceases. In the absence 
of specific provision, we must use 
common sense. 

If Mr. Vedltz's contention is right, 
then every member, who does not 
pay his second year due by June rst , 
thereby loses his membership, and 
instead of paying fifty cents for 
membership, he must join all over 
again and pay a dollar, or stay out. 
While Mr. Veditz was president, 
he did not interpret the By-L,aws 
that way, and I have not heard that 
auybody was refused continuance of 
membership on payment of fifty 
cents, even if it was not paid before 
June 1 st. 

In no other association, even with 
the most stringent rules, is a member 
dropped from the rolls immediately 
for non-payment dues. I do not 
believe it the intention of the 
N. A. D. to drop every member on 
June 1st, who has not paid his dues 
for the year following. It certain- 
ly would not be right to do it 
unless clear and specific notice to 
this effect is given in advance. Our 
constitution is notoriously incom- 
plete, and it simply does not cover 
the point in question. 

I believe that members in arrears 
should not be allowed to vote. Wheu 
informed that the two members 
were in arrears, I wrote them at once 
to pay up, and supposed they had 
done so. But even if they did not, 
I would not be justified in ruling 
out their votes, because there is 
nothing in the present laws to pre- 
vent their voting. 

At the Colorado convention an 
amendment was offered to correct 
these very defects iu the constitution, 
but through the deliberate arrange- 
ment of the programme to crowd 
out certain measures there was no 
time to consider it. 

The point raised by Mr. Veditz is 
a mere quibble, and shows the weak- 
ness of his case. If the votes were 
counted out, it would not show the 
true sentiment of the Committee, 
and that is what is wanted. 

Try harder next time I By the 
way, have you secured those ten new 
members, Mr. Veditz ?

The intuition of a boatman, who 
recognized the peril of death (dos- 
ing upon three deaf -mutes, yester- 
day, While other witnesses saw only 

the fun of apparent out-ups, saved 

the lives of the trio at VValerbuiy, 
CI. 

So grateful were the afflicted men 
after their rescue that, although 
nearly exhausted, I hey fell upon 
their knees and hugged the limbs 
of the man who had saved their 
lives. 

The mutes, who reside in Bridge- 
port, but whose names wete not, as- 
certained, weie near the break- 
water at Laurel Beach, inarowboat 
late in Hie afternoon. Suddenly 

two of tbem began making contor- 
tions and facial expressions, and 
appeared to be trying lo dance in 

the boat. 

I'romoiiiiders slopped lo watch 
and laugh al the antics of the men, 
without any thought of their dan- 
ger. The third member of the 
party was engaged in rocking the 
boat,, ami seems to be laughing at 
his friends. 

II was just half a minute later thai 
John MoGarrity, Seth Bailey, John 

Zehland and Clifford Sandland, 

who were fishing in a boat, saw the 
boat give another lurch and the 
form of one of the mutes, who 

neighed over 850 pounds topple 
overboard. 

McGarrtty did not wait, for his 
friends lo pull in the fishing launch. 
He dived, kicking his shoes oft" as 
he went over, and began lo swim 
with powerful strokes toward the 
boat. As he came up the frail craft 
turned over, throwing I he other two 
into Hie sea. 

MoGarrity caught the heaviest 

one, who tried to clasp him mound 

i he neck. A blow stunned him 
ami .McUarrity handed him up to 
his friend iu the launch and dived 
for the second victim. The third — 
the chap who rocked the boat — had 
grasped the craft as he came up and 
was hanging on but did not cry for 
help. 

All three were hauled aboard nn.l 
taken ashore They had regained 
their senses, but were dumb to all 
Inquiries of the rescuers or specta- 
tors. Hot drinks were given to 
them, and they soon revived suf- 
ficiently to make a conceited grab 
for MoGarrity, who fought them off, 
frightened. 

It was some minutes before the 
crowd recognised that the victims 
were all deaf and dumb. Then 
they gave them extra attention ami 
hurried them away to dry out —

ing.

powerful, ourative treatment, 

"The motor muscles and joints of 
his feet soften as do those legs and 
hands. The powers of perception 
of the brain aredull, and thought 
becomes sluggish ami non-creative. 
The eye is dulled and only per ; 
forms about half the functions it 
should. The eat misses many 
sounds and thus weakens the 
strength of the possessor. Al 
though slower in its development, 
there is as much disintegration in a 
lazy boy's body as iu the frame of 
one attacked with a malignant 
disea 

"Gradually this physical change 
passes into the soul, and the beauti- 
ful inspirations given by God to all 
new-boin beings change under hu 
man inlluenee into criminal in- 
stincts. Society receives then the 
boy beggar, the boy thief, the boy 
sloth. Nothing is left to do for him 
but lock him up or drive him from 
town to town until death releases 
him from his uselessness. " 

THE SAFE 1 
Thus science analyzes the boy 
who will BOl make himself useful", 
pointing out ruin and his hostility 
to all that is good. When I - 
boy eager to clean walks, to do his 
chores about, home, quick to ta 
portunities of learning, 1 know the 
ess has not attacked him. We 
shall bear something good from him 
somewhere in life. Be may not be- 
come an Edison or a Maieoni, but 
iu bis own particular place ho will 
do good for those about, him and 
therefore for the whole world. 

When he begins to halt, when 
grumbling takes the place ef 
fulness, when he has a thousand 
BS for nol working, I would 

like to lake him to our Juvenile 
Courts, tbe reformatories and 
urns of the country, into tbe alleys 
of the big cities and to tbe corners 
of the streets in the small towns, 
and show him how tbe lazy boy 
started to his own sure ruin.

Dkah Mr. Editor:— The subject 
of this paper was suggested while 
reading Mr. Veditz's article touch- 
ing " Federation etc, " in the current 
.a i., and it occurred to me, 
that in giving a few comments on 
this subject, the particular bearing 
it has on local organizations at the 
present time will be of some interest. 
It is a significant fact that but a 
small proportion of the deaf are 
members in good standing in any 
one of the several local associations, 
and many of these members, out of 
courtesy, belong to two or more of 
the several associations, so that, 
when we add together the member- 
ship of the various associations, we 
must remember this fact. The 
meetings are poorly attended, and 
were their minute books to chronicle 
the actual attendance and to be read 
here, they would prove rather 
monotonous. It is only too true 
that at times these associations can 
not get a quorum together to trans- 
act business. The large majority is 
indifferent to matters of major 
importance and the few who do take 
more than passing interest in them 
must alone bear the burden of doing 
the actual work. 

When perchance some vital issue 
arises which threatens the well-being 
of their class, as, for example, that 
Nebraska iniquity, and requires 
concerted action and a united front, 
some of the good-natured members 
take it upon themselves to briug the 
tidings to their brethren in and out 
of the organized ranks. But to 
their regret and dismay they are 
often, very often, received with 
irony and doubt ! 

And what, pray, may be the cause 
of this f Primarily we cannot blame 
any one. The burden of our afflic- 
tion with the exactions of our daily 
toil are so taxing ujxhi us, that it 
would be vain to expect all of us to 
be sanguine and heroic. Still it is 
no apology for the lack of interest 
shown. There is not one of t 
pressed for time as not to be able to 
respond to a worthy call, or so void 
•use as not to appreciate what 
could be accomplished for our in- 
terest by well-organized efforts. It 
can be nothing then but multiplied 
taxation and undue levying that can 
i '.-sponsible for the lethargy to-day 
afflicting our class. This readily 
traceable to the existence of a num- 
ber of organizations which by some 
strange tance are kept apart 

through traitsof nationality, sect or 
alumnus, though it must be confessed 
that up to the present time the uplift 
of the deaf has not been attributed to 
any particular creed, race, nation or 
school. To be sure, all of the as- 
sociations want pretty much of the 
same thing. Each and everyone of 
them aspires for a purer, better, and 
more ideal condition of life, but in 
their separate organizations they dis- 
play their inherent weakness and 
scattered strength . 

In legislative matters, when some 
imporant measure is at stake, re- 
quiring a united and determined 
front, the members often are scatter- 
ed and uninformed and thus suc- 
cumb to a formidable and cunning 
enemy. The question arises : 
it the sentiment of the various 
organizations to remain separate 
.-'■r ' I hope not. For it is a 
self-evident fact that the corner- 



stand a reorganization of the N. A. 
D. is contemplated, and if I were call- 
ed upon to suggest a plan, it would 
be that of a union in the nature of 
a federation, similar to that of the 
United States, under the U. S. Con- 
stitution, a union in which each of 
the federated bodies would preserve 
its identity and integrity, and one in 
which each would have an equal 
voice in the organization and man- 
agement of the body which represent- 
ed the general government. 

Each of the constituent associa- 
tions would retain its own executive 
body, its our official list, its separate 
exchequer and financial control, 
which would eliminate all possibility 
of a raid on the State Treasury. 
The central or general body would 
be a delegate body similar to the 
American Medical Association House 
of Delegates, to which each of the 
associations would contribute a 
pro rata number of members, but 
with functions so defined that there 
would be no likelihood of usurpa- 
tion or abuse of power. In this way 
the efficiency of the National Associa- 
tion depends entirely upon the effi- 
ciency of the local organizations send- 
ing delegates, each society to send its 
delegates with power to bind the 
local society, so that it may be 
depended upon that the local 
association will carry out any plan 
of operations which may be instituted 
by the National Association, there- 
by working in harmony with all 
other societies throughout the conn 
try. 

If this be done, then all will real- 
ize that behind the demands of the 
National organization reBts the 
powerful and undivided supjx>rt of a 
thoroughly organized body of citizens 
and these demands must l>e complied 
with, otherwise every local society 
in the country will make its influence 
felt.
